From the opening number to the 
final curtain the musical accompan 
iment is bad. It is obvious that 
Larry Canaga, it's musical direct- 
tor, is fighting a downhill battle 
with shoddy musicians (courtesy 
of Local No. 6, maybe a deliber¬ 
ate attempt to sabotage a gay prod¬

uction?) 

Michelle plays the Older Belle 
quite well, and is probably the only 
person costumed properly in the 
show (due to the generosity of many 
friends). The duo of Patrick Dennis 
(Bob Paulsen) and the Older Belle 
(Michelle) are your guides 
throughout the flashbacks of Belle 
Poitrene’s life. I could find little 
fault here, except the bad light 
cues missing the performers all 
too often. 

The make-up, too exaggerated in 
many cases, made theperformers 
look harsh and cold in too many 
sequences. And the costumes! 
Let’s dwell a moment here. Ms. 


Harding and Mr. White should 
take lessons in sewing. After each 
dance sequence, the clothes were 
literally falling off the perform¬ 
ers. They were tattered, ill fitt¬ 
ing and executed with no practic¬ 
ality in mind-and ugly to begin with! 

Rather than dwelling more on 
what I didn’t like (not enough 
room), let’s talk about what I and 
others did enjoy — “The Rich 
Kids Rag,” despite inane chore¬ 
ography and falling costumes. 
Roxie Hart as Momma, fun and 
believable with the proper traces 
of a working madam. Richard 
James, throughout a creditable 
performance, although a little 
shrill at times, but a fantastic job 
as Schnitzler, the director, one of 
the few highlights of the evening. 
Fun too were the Buchsbaum Bro¬ 
thers, Joe Vigil and Elliot Leon, 
Mike Lewis as Pinchley (the ‘iDeep 
Down Insie” routine was pleasing 
and came off well; however, as 
Val du Val, I kept thinking of him 
as Hortense from ‘TheBoy Friend* 
The “Boom Boom” number should 
be completely redone or dropped. 
Chip Roberts, as George Mus- 
grove, is fine in his speaking role, 
but as a singer /dancer he has a 
long way to go. Mel Lenny, as 
Fred Poitrine, is superb, but as 
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Prince Cherney again we are re¬ 
minded of some of his past drag 
performances. However, the 
’‘Goodbye” dance sequence in his 
death scene was quite good. 

The chorus, beset by evils, 
works hard and does a creditable 
job despite many pitfalls that 
should have been avoided by the 
director. 

Dixon, Kreemah Hitz and Rape 
(Ramona), in other minor roles, 
play their parts well. I might add 
that their make-up looked natural 
and realistic. 

Andrew Barron plays Younger 
Belle. The whole game here is the 
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Mel Lenny... superb as FredPoitrine 

enormous bosoms on the star, 
making her the sex symbol that 
she is supposed to be, and hence 
the title “Little Me.” They weren’t 
there, not I might add on Michelle 
either. Why?! The oversized boobs 
were the hit of the original and 
made the audience understand why 
men would flip-flop over Belle. 
Mr. Barron’s worst enemies were 
his make-up artist, costumer and 
hairdresser. I see here the possi¬ 
bility of a new star on the horizon 
with proper direction and some 
musical and diction lessons. Mr. 
Barron’s performance is some¬ 
what sketchy and we get the im¬ 
pression that he is unsure of him¬ 
self. He works hard and all in all 
does a creditable job. Again, I 
believe his problems come from 
lack of direction. 

I do recommend the show, so 
that you might have some criteria 
in the future to see how things 
should not be done. The show’s 
faults lie not in the performers but 
in poor direction, bad costumes, 
lack of choreography, mundane 
sets, bad lighting and make-up... 
in other words, the entire tech¬ 
nical end. 

To sum it up in Miss Poitrene’s 
own words in one of the scenes, 
“This gold turkey cost a lot of 
money!”

Jeff Bridges has got him” could 
easily be the publicity tag on East- 
wood s latest epic, ‘^THUNDER¬ 
BOLT & LIGHTFOOT” now play¬ 
ing at that Polk St. palace of 
pleasure. The Royal. “T&L” is 
the latest in the male companion 
sweepstakes with Clint & Jeff pick¬ 
ing up where Newman & Redford, 
Voight and Ho ffman, McQueen &

C(int Eastwood escorts Jeff Bridges in drag out 
for a night of mirth and mayhem. 

Hoffman (Hoffman gets around), 
and a few “below the title” 
billed actor dues have left off. 

The film starts with a bang 
and ends with a sob and in between 
we have the inevitable “heist.” 
And while there are many good 
moments in the film, it eventually 
becomes too much to believe and 
cope with. 

The opening sequence shows 
Eastwood in a very Gregory Peck¬ 
ish country parson trip, when into 
the congregation walks a strange 
man who proceeds to take num¬ 
erous dead-aim shots at Eastwood- 
naturally since this all happens 
prior to the opening credits. Ole 



Clint escapes with nary a hole 
in his tall, lean body. But while 
escaping, he’s nearly run down 
by a young car thief, Jeff Bridges 
who neatly bumps the gunman as 
Eastwood hangs on and eventually 
crawls into the speeding car. It 
doesn’t take long for the audience 
as well as the characters to 
realize what a great team Ole 
Clint and Young Jeff would make 
together. 

Part two of the picture features 
George Kennedy trying to gun the 
two down as they switch cars, 
drink beer and carry on with the 
local girls. At last we get a scene 
where Clint explains just why 
George and his sidekick, Geoff¬ 
rey Lewis, are trying to gun them 
down. Seems Clint and the boys 
were involved in a robbery which 
netted a half a million. The money 
was stashed until the heat blew 
over, but Kennedy thinks that East- 
wood has doublecrossed them out 
of their share of the loot. It turns 
out that the place where the money 
was hidden is no longer standing, 
so Bridges convinces the older 
men to re-stage the robbery 
again. 

Part three is the actual heist 
and it’s very well done with the 
right amounts of tension and sus¬ 
pense with the touch of humor 
added when Bridges must dress 
in drag to lure a watchman from 
his post. I guess the watchman dug 
large, muscular girls. 

After the robbery, things get 
very tense and the good fun and 
frivolity is over. There’s lots of 
blood spilt and the actual ending 
finds Eastwood and Bridges driv¬ 
ing off into the sunset, but not as 
one would expect. 

As usual with this type of film 
there are several car chases 
which are different in that instead 
of city chases, these car chases 
are all over Montana. 

The acting in the film is varied 
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from excellent portrayals by Brid¬ 
ges and Lewis to Kennedy's highly 
adequate role. Eastwood once again 
wins the Roxie Hart Wooden Act¬ 
ing Award but if he’s your type 
of man. then eo die it. 

SUGARLAND EXPRESS 

When I heard about this film, 

I was unsure as to whether it 
was going to be a comedy or what 
since it stars Goldie Hawn who 
is best known as a kooky com¬ 
edienne. But SUGARLAND EX¬ 
PRESS is a film of many surprises 
the best being the actual dramatic 
talent of Miss Hawn. She is super 
in the film and will win many 
new fans who didn't go for the 
bubble-headed blonde trip that she 
has got down pat. On an acting par 
With Miss Hawn is the supporting 
cast of Michael Sacks (best known 
for SLAUGHTERHOUSE FIVE)and 
William Atherton (best known for 
his work on the Broadway stage). 
This trio is confined to a car for 
much of the film’s running time 
but never does the audience get 
bored by their relationship. 

In a brief outline, Goldie helps 
her husband, Atherton, escape 
from a pre-release compound in 
Texas so that they can go to 
Sugarland, Texas to retrive their 
baby who has been placed in a 
foster home by the authorities 
who look upon the unemployed 
Miss Hawn as an unfit mother. 

By a series of accidents, they 
end up hijacking a police car and 
forcing a patrolman (Sacks) to 
drive them to Sugarland. This does 
not set well with the police who 
want their car and their man back 
in one piece. Ben Johnson is the 


Chief of the patrol and he forms 
a line of cars which eventually 
grows longer as other areas are 
heard from and TV and radio 
pick up the story and herald Gold¬ 
ie as a young mother who just 
wants her baby. The two become 
instant folk heroes and their trek 
to Sugarland becomes a parade. 

From the start you know that 
the duo are doomed but yet you 
want to root for them and even 
the captured patrolman eventually 
wants to see that they get a fair 
chance. 

The film is a first directorial 
effort by Steven Spielberg and it 
works very well. Although suppos¬ 
edly based on an incident that did 
take place in 1969, there are mom¬ 
ents when the picture pushes a 
little too hard for dramatic impact.

DRIVE 

After seeing the trailers on 
DRIVE several times, I was most 
anxious to see if the film could 
live up to the exciting prevues.

DRIVE has more plotline than 
most porno films, yet the plotline 
is so outrageous that in telling it 
on paper, it doesn’t do it justice.

that the New York sophisticates 
jammed nightly, discovering bright 
new talent and re-establishing love 
affairs with “cult” favorites, such 
as Mabel Mercer, Felicia Sanders, 
Blossom Dearie, etc. There was 
Madame Spivy’s uptown, the famed 
Blue Angel, Upstairs at the Down¬ 
stairs, and my own personal favor¬ 
ite, a little room on 8th Street 
in the Village called the Bon Soir. 
There a lady named Streisand stood 
jaded New Yorkers on their ear 
and Lynn Carter was always good 
for a thre$-month run each sea¬ 
son. But progress and the quick 
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buck have now reduced that elegant 
nightspot to a gay Palace of Ter- 
psichory and the days of the posh, 
intime * showroom are but a dis¬ 
tant memory. 

Until last week, that is. As I sat 
watching Ann Dee leaning against 
the piano, smiling wearily as she 
wove her way through songs about 
burned out love affairs and the 
futility of bitterness, while the 
smoke haze hung heavily over the 
overheated room I suddenly felt I 
was right back 12 years ago on 8th 
Street. JACKSON’S new Penthouse 
showroom is small (maybe 75 
people if a few more tables were 
added), not really elegant but cer¬ 
tainly stylish, but it has one qual¬ 
ity sorely lacking in most show¬ 
rooms around town — an atmos¬ 
phere of its own. The management 
has wisely booked in Miss Ann 
Dee, who is an old time saloon 
singer in the best sense of the term 
and works best in a close, inti¬ 
mate environment, and Sunflight, 
a dynamic trio comprised of two 
gals and a guy who grab the 
audience with their opening number 
and never let go. It’s the perfect 
show to open the new room, warm, 
fast-paced and loaded with talent. 

I had the feeling right from the 
start, when Randy Randolph sat 
down at the piano, that everything 
was going to turn out fine. Mr. 
Randolph has certainly go to be 
one of the best accompanists/ 
musicians around; called in at the 
last minute with only a couple of 
hours rehearsal time, both musi¬ 
cians and performers managed to 
present a smooth, at times elec¬ 
trifying, hour of entertainment. 
Sunflight — Dane Weaver, Ann 
Jillian, and Deborah Shulman (who 
if she’ll forgive me a comparison 
reminds me of a cross between 
Miss Midler and Eydie Gorme, but 
with her own distinctive sound) — 
opened with “Dancing in the Strets, 

| segued into a medley of “favorite 
songs” ranging from “HappyDays 
I Are Here Again” to “Over Here” 
with maybe ten others woven in. 
Miss Shulman soloed with a stun¬ 
ning “But Not For Me” and they 
ran a full musical gamut of old 
| and new, with crisp harmony, ex¬ 
cellent arrangements and solid 
showmanship. Sunflight, under Mr. 
Weaver’s direction, is a strong act 
to follow. 

But follow, and very well, Ann 
Dee did! In a plum crepe gown with 
sequin shawl. Miss Dee immedi¬ 
ately sailed into “Take the Mo¬ 
ment” from“Did IHear A Waltz”, 
belted out a couple of standard

saloon favorites, and then settled 
into her bag — songs of loves 
lost and forgotten. Stephen Sond¬ 
heim’s “Send in the Clowns” was a 
masterpiece of nuance and timing, 
as she leaned against the piano, 
dangling the microphone careless¬ 
ly while her eyes searched for 
some meaning to the cruel fates 
that have befallen her, a loser who 
doesn’t understand why, and solid¬ 
ified this impression with “Here’s 
That Rainy Day Again” into “Am 
I Blue.” The crowd, the the ex¬ 
ception of one obnoxiously noisy 
table in the rear (there’s always 
one), was rapt and attentive 
throughout. Then Miss Dee brought 
back Sunflight to team up for 
three rockin’ numbers, and closed 
with a medley from “SeeSaw”, 
which should be even more power¬ 
ful when the tempo problems are 
ironed out (the curse of opening 
nights). I understand that Miss 
Dee, who has been performing 
mainly in L.A. the past few years, 
has a large “cult” following there 
who follow her wherever she works. 
I can easily understand why. 

There is a stereotype image that 
the gay set is always the first to 
ferret out new talent and clubs 
that are comfortable and worth¬ 
while — in the case of JACKSON'S 
PENTHOUSE, I hope it’s true. 

(Cover charge of $2.50, well 
drinks $1.25, showtimes 8:30 and 
11:00 Wed. thru Sun. nights, res¬ 
ervations absolutely essential. 

STEVEN GROSSMAN

Steven Grossman is the first 
self-declared homosexual singer 
to record for a major lab el. Mer¬ 
cury, but states that he prefers 
to be reviewed as a musician 
rather than as a gay person. Fine! 
The young (22) Mr. Grossman 
strums a guitar nicely and sings 


in a monotonous, nasal tenor about 
his awareness and experiences 
“coming out” and talks between 
his own original compositions 
about his motiviations in writing. 
His self-awareness is extraordin¬ 
ary for his years, but his music 
is blandly reminiscent of every 
coffeehouse fold-singer you heard 
in the early 60*s. His diction is 
sloppy, with virtually every num¬ 
ber having one chorus of “doo 
doo’s” to make sure you appre¬ 
ciate the innocuous melody, and the 
overall effect is totally forgettable. 
He’s pleasant and likable as a 
personality, but as a creative mus¬ 
ician / performer he generates 
little more than apathy from his 
audience. I’m afraid if Steven 
Grossman becomes an artist of any 
major importance, it will be by the 
same people who will tell you “Last

Several years ago in San Francisco the Gay Community was harassed with a vengeance. 

The community had no political clout, little organization and few public friends. 

There has been a lot of work in San Francisco which has made it possible to make life 
better for Gay people. In 1971, we elected Richard Hongisto Sheriff. In that campaign, the 
Gay community was able to join together, work together, and show the citizens — AND 
THE ESTABLISHMENT — that there was plenty of political power, and the organization 
necessary to express that power on any given election day. In addition to votes, there was 
also the clear display of the community's ability to raise funds for campaigns - HALF the 
funds raised in that campaign came from the Gay community. 

What happened is a classic example of the FREEDOM OF ASSOCIATION, the right of 
citizens to join together for political purposes to more effecitvely act against repression than 
would be possible as individuals. 

That freedom is under attack in Proposition Nine. 

Should that initiative pass June 4th, campaigns such as that waged in behalf of Hongisto 
will be impossible. In the first place, there will never be enough energy for the incredible 
volume of accounting and record keeping that would be required by Nine. And Nine forbids 
the anonymous donation of more than $50.00. Fine, some say — but remember that HALF 
of Hongisto's funds raised in theGay Community had to be ANONYMOUS. Every donation 
over $50.00 required identification by name, address, EMPLOYER'S NAME AND AD¬ 
DRESS. You can imagine how happy your boss will be to see his name after yours on the 
listing of those causes you support. Imagine a Safeway employee donating to the Farm¬ 
workers or a union employee, for that matter to a Right To Work lobby. 

The money that has been raised for various candidates and issue in our behalf has come 
from auctions — some in homes and some in the Gay bars. It was all reported as the law 
required, but it was contributed anonymously. When your cause is unpopular, it is the only 
way you can act. The courts have held consistently that anonymous political action is 
consistent with our Constitution — because to rule otherwise would bar new ideas, 
unpopular ideas - and CHALLENGES TO INCUMBENT POLITICIANS. 

DON'T worry about Standard Oil. They will be alright under Nine. Worry about yourself 
when you think about Nine. We've studied it carefully and we consider it to be the most 
dangerous giant step toward totalitarianism ever proposed in this country. It would end 
political feedom.
